Heavy Expenditures by City 
On SERA Projects Used

San Antonio Heights Com- 
munity Improvement association 
today has on file with the city 
council a request that Upland 
erect a combined tennis court 
and open air dance floor at San 
Antonio park. The park is 
owned by the city, but it is out- 
side the city limits. 

While no definite action was 
taken at the meeting of the 
council last night it was pointed 
out that a considerable sum has 
already been spent on the park. 
Three hundred dollars have been 
spent since July 1. During the 
two previous years $600 were 
spent each year, it was reported 
by Richard G. Manley, city ser- 
vice manager. In general the 
officials expressed themselves 
as being more favorable to beau- 
tifying the grounds than the con- 
struction of a court. 

A sum of $10,000 is available 
for “city beautification,” as an 
SBRA project. During the next 
few weeks the officials will de- 
c ‘e if a portion of the sum will 
be used on San Antonio park, in 
extending the lawn on Euclid 
avenue, in leveling and improving 
the parkways along the city 
streets or otherwise beautifying 
the city. 

Mr. Manley pointed out that 
the $10,000 is to be used by the 
SERA in paying men to work 
and that if any materials are 
used it will be necessary for the 
city to furnish them. On various 
other SERA projects the city 
has spent a large sum for mater- 
jals, with the municipal finances 
for the last month of the current 
year being at a low point.
